An &rratic River 


The annals of Dublin contain some tales 
about the behaviour of the Liffey from 
time to time that are hardly credible ; yet 
there is no doubt that on some occasions 
the river is subject to strange Variations. 
One morning last week I noticed three 
porter barges almost stranded near Bridge 
street. Apparently, the water had gone 
away from them, and they were compelled 
to wait for the next tide. I do not know 
why this should have happened, but it is 
interesting to note that some of the pecu- 
liarities of the Liffey were recorded by 
Holinshed about four hundred years ago: 
He writes :—‘‘ The river, that runneth by 
Dublin, hath this property for certam, 
and I have observed it at sundry times. 
As long as it raineth, yea, if it staid 
pouring six days; you shall find divers 
shallow brooks, and the river will be no- 
thing thereby increased; but, within four 
and twenty Mace after the showers have 
ceased, you shall perceive such a sudden 
spring flow as, if the former rain were 
great, a very few places, or none at all, 
will be found passable.”’ 


Ghe Villiers Stuarts 


I notice, with much interest, that the 
Cork Aero Club ate holding their forth- 
coming dance at Dromona, Cappoquin, 
the historic home of the Villiers Stuarts, 
This well-known County Waterford family 
“has in the past, as well as in the present, 


done much to further the interests of 
Treland. In 1826 occurred the famous 
Waterford election, which was a prelude 
to the Clare election of 1828, and to the 
granting of Catholic Emancipation. In 
the former year the Catholic gentlemen

They chose as their candidate 
Villiers Stuart, of Dromona, an im por- 
tant Protestant landlord of the district. 


Daniel O'Connell was appointed election 
agent, and the Catholic Association and 
the majority of the Waterford landlords 
worked night and day to ensure -Valliers 


Stuart’s return. The result of the poll 
showed an immense majority for him. 
The result of this election had momen- 


tous effects both in Ireland and in Eng- 
Jand.

Ls pedal cycle certainly will never be 


out of date or old-fashioned so far as 


healthy exercise; if it is to be given its right- 
ful place in‘the modern world there will have 
to more co-operation between the cyclist 
and the motorist. 

These were the words used by Mr. T. J. 

Cullen, at one time provincial champion cyclist 
of Ireland and at present Vice-President of 
the Central Cycling Council, when discussing 
with an /rish Times reporter the remarks of 
a London coroner, who stated at an inquest 
that the time would eome when cyelists would 
not be allowed on the streets during the 
busiest hours of traffic. 
Mr. Cullen said that in recent years there 
had been an increase in the number of ac- 
cidents in which cyclists were involved. The 
motorist, however, was not altogether to 
blame. He had seen cyclists proceeding along 
the roads often riding four abreast. It would 
be a “good thing, he argued, if the Govern- 
ment would introduce legislation ensuring that 
cyclists would be allowed to ride only two 
abreast. A lation of that nature had 
been already. brought into operation in 
Northern Ireland. There was a certain type 
of motorist who never considered the pedal 
cyclist, just as he seldom considered the pedes- 
trian. ‘Often too little space of the road was 
given, and, this being so, accidents were bound 
tu happen. ~ 


THE BICYCLE IN IRELAND 


* As far as this country is concerned, you 
will have, cyclists|as long as wages remain as 
they are. The ‘push’ bicycle has been, and 
will be- always, the ordinary man’s method 
of transport, and if the day should arrive 
when every worker goes to his employment 
in a» motor car it would be a disaster to 
the country from the noint of view of health.” 
Mr. Cullen added that he was glad to ob- 
serve thé increasing use of tandems in recent 
years, 

“I remember,” he said, “when my wife 
and I used te go for long trips into the coun- 
try on a tandem. Those trips kept us in the 
best of health and were a source of continuous 
pleasure. ”

Cullen still spends a good deal of his leisure 
hours on his ¢vcle, | 

.. The representative of the Raleigh Cycle 
Company, a well-known firm of cycle manu- 
facturers, said that at the, moment they had 
outstanding “about 23,000 | orders for new 
cycles. His firm were turning out about 300 
machines a week for use in this country. The 
sales of cycles in Dublin during the last two 
or three years had increased enormously. 
Their sales during the present year amounted 
to 250 per cent. over. those of the correspond- 
ing period of last “year, and they hoped for 
a still greater trade in 1935. He said that 
there seemed to be a desire on the part of 
everyone to secure a cycle. The increase in 
the number of cycling clubs had given a great 
fillip to the trade. 


DUBLIN CYCLISTS 


The Jrish Times reporter stood at the 
Ballast Office, Westmoreland street, for about 
ten minutes during the lunch hour yesterday, 
and discovered that during that period ap- 
proximately 220 cyclists passed. About fifty 
per cent, of that number were girls, twenty 
per cent. young men of the artisan classes, 
while the remainder were elderly men.

The ceiling of the Plaza has been painted 
dark blue, and suggests a starry sky, while 
the wall of the gallery at . the 
back of the hall carries a half section 
of an air liner in flight. ‘The great lamps 
which light the hall have specially made 
shades, with miniature aeroplanes in flight, 
the effect suggesting a flight of aeroplanes, 


THE COUNTERFOILS 


It is worthy of note that in Wednesday's 
procession two. lorries, instead of one, were 
used for carrying the counterfoils, and that 
horses, instead of motors, were used to draw 
the lorries.

THE ART: OF THE 
CATACOMBS 


DUBLIN CLERGYMAN’S 


LECTURE 
The Rev. Dr. “Myles Ronan, M.B.I.A., 


speaking before the Academy of Christian 
Art last night, at 42 Upper Mount street, 
Dublin, took for his subject, “The Art of 
the Catacombs,’’ and illustrated his observa- 
tions with lantern slides. 

Father Ronan, in the course of his lecture, 
said that the art of the early Christians was, 
in its fundamental features and rules, in its 
technique and neutral motives, kentical 
with the art of their pagan fellow country- 
men. But the art of the Christian artist 
was baptised. 

The art of the catacombs had three periods, 
from 60 to 111 A.D,, from 111 to 250 A.D., 
and from 260 to 313 A.D. It was purely 
decorative in the first period to adorn the 


chapels and tombs of the early Christians.

Dr. Pieter Geyl, F.,R.H.8., Professor of 
Dutch History in London University, will give 
a lecture, entitled “ Major Problems of Dutch 
National History,” in the Boardroom of the 
Royal College of Surgeons, St. Stephen’s 
Green, Dublin, to-night at 8.15, The lecture 
will be under the auspices of the Dublin 
branch of All People’s Association.

The Times observes in, a leading article 
to-day :—-The ‘Unemployment | Assistance 
Board are now believed to have completed 
the draft regulations ys? year to operate 
the new system of relief outlined in the 
Unemployment Act. _ The regulations 
have to be submitted to the Minister of 
Labour, and then, with such amendments 
as he may: wish, to Parliament for final 
sanction. The new system will not be in 
full operation until eight months after 
the passage of the Act, but this is not 
too long for the Board to perfect the new 
system, or for the public to realise the 
problems which any such Board has had, 
and will have, to face. Under the Act 
the Board has to pay relief to all able- 
bodied wba ge not qualified to re- 
ceive insurance benefit, and to take 
measures to vent the moral and 
physical deterioration, which only too 
often results from > ma te unemploy- 
ment. The number at unemployed to-day 
who have exhausted their right to benefit, 
or who have never belonged to an insured 
industry is about 1,000,000, so that, in- 
cluding dependents; the Board’s family is 
bar, to number not far short of 

4,000,000 ms. The Act provides that 
relief shal Wa id to an applicant accord- 
ing to the 
the applicant is a member, and defines 
certain resources which are to be ex- 
empted from the assessment of need. It 
gives, therefore, little guidance upon the 
questions of detail which must be settled 
if the new system is to be a success. . 

The first important detail to be settled 
is what should be the relation of relief to 
wages.

Great damage was caused throughout 
the Killeshandra, Crossdoney, Carrigallen, 
Longfield, Ardlogher, Milltown, ally- 
connell and Belturbet districts. Hundreds 
of acres. of Jand are under water. Hay 
and. turf have been swept away, and acres 
of potatoes were flooded. The roads in 
many parts were so badly flooded that it 
‘was.impossible to travel them in safety. 
Many houses also were badly flooded. 

Heavy floods broke over the banks of the 
Feale and its tributaries yesterday morn- 
ing, and inundated the adjoining lands for 
a considerable distance. Those employed 
at the new bridge over the Feale had an 
anxious time removing the loose material 
to a place of safety. 


RIVERS IN SPATE 


The rivers in mid-Waterford, which 
touched their lowest level last summer, 
are in heavy spate. Low-lying lands are 
flooded, and roads inundated, when ponds 
and streams overflowed in several districts. 
Shops in Kilmacthomas had their lights 
on two hours earlier than usual last even- 
ing: . At night a strong southerly wind 
accompanied a continuous downpour, The 
temperature is abnormally low. 

e River Blackwater has overflowed its 
bahhe at Kilmainbam, near Ceanannus 
Mor (Kells). Several dykes in North 
Meath, which were bone-dry last Sunday, 
had over three feet of water in them yester- 
day morning. 


SAFETY MEASURES 


The worst flooding since 1929 has occurred 
through East Donegal. Yesterday many 
thousands of acres of lands were under 
water. Many householders were obliged 
to remove cattle to safety, and in some 
cases. were obliged themselves to find 
refuge in neighbouring houses. | 

Dead cattle, trapped by the floods; were 
observed floating own the River Finn. 
Extensive damage has been caused, and 
crops rendered useless. Water has en- 
croached to a considerable depth in the 

unds of the.County preity Ó Lifford. 

ie water is almost lapping the bottom 
of Lifford Bridge, the main connecting 
link between County Tyrone and Donegal. 
Fears are entertained that the water will 
rise further, and householders in the low- 
lying areas are making preparations to 
leave their houses. Serious flooding alse 
has occurred at Ballybofey, where several 
houses were flooded, the occupiers having 
temporarily to vacate them. Similar con- 
ditions prevail at Clady, where the roads 
are impassable. 

A remarkable scene was witnessed yes- 
terday between Tooban and Baleáid, in 
Inishowen, when floods covered extensive

HOUSES FLOODED 

There had been heavy rain during the 
night, and many- residents woke to find 
their houses flooded.

A relief engine, 
on which the manager; Mr, J. Whyte 
travelled, attempted twice to get through, 
but the water came so close to the fires 
box that the engine could not proceed.

A thirty years old British railway train 
speed: aoil has been broken, it is claimed, 
by the new aluminium stream-lined Diesel- 
engined train which reached New York at

hours and 56 minutes, at an average speed 
of 584 m.p.h. 

According to claims made, the train at 
one time attained a speed of 120.m.p.h.,

and Paddington i in 1904. 

In its journey the Diesel-engined train 
brokegall existing trans-American records, 
beating the previous best for this particular 
journey by 144 hours.
